The Red Bandannato Give Color 
to the Campaign, 


THE OTHER CANDIDATES FADING OUT. 


The Republicans Ralyingto the Name of 
Gresham—The Blair Billand the 
Tobacco EBL 


WasHIncton, May 28.—[{Special.]—The ap- 
proaching national democratic convention has 
become almost the sole topic of conversation 
among democrats here, notwithstanding «the 
fact that the tariff question is before them. 
Everyone recognizes the fact that the larger 
proportion of the work of the convention is cut 
out in advance; that the renomination of Pres- 
ident Cleveland is a foregone conclusion. Some 
spirit of hostility is expected to be shown over 
the adoption ofa platform, but it is highly 
probable, in fact almost.certain, that the plat- 
form already made by Mr. Cleveland will be 
adopted. Allthis being practically settled, 
the selection of a vice—presidential candidate 
is the prevailing question of discussion and 
speculation. Of. the three somewhat stale 
candidates, Gray, Black and Sievenson, the 
latter seems to be the only one who holds his 
own with the democrats here. The others are 
now practically oat of the race, and even 
Stevenson, with a!l his supporters, who are on 
the still hunt for him, does not seem to occupy 
as distinguished a placeas he did only two 
days ago. That staunch old democrat, 

ALLEN G. THURMAN 
has been incidentally mentioned for the place 
a number of times of late, but net until today 
has any enthusiasm over him been developed. 
Today his name has been in the- month of 
every one, and he has afforded the principal 
topic of conversation at the capitol. It was 
due to the understanding that President 
Cleveland desires his nomination, and prefers 
him on the ticket to any other democrat yet 
mentioned. It now seems to be evident, as it 
bas been understood, that Mr. Cleveland will 
be allowed his own running mate, co to speak, 
that if Judge Thurman’s consent-can be gain- 
ed he will be nominated at St. Louis with al- 
most the unanimity which places Mr. Cleve- 
land at the head of the ticket. Indeed, some 
very prominent and infinential democrats 
assert that if Thurman will but say the word, 
all the other aspirants will withdraw, and he 
will be named for vice-president with an en- 
thusiasm rarely witnessed, and

isat work to prevail upon him toassent. No 
less a power than the present head of the navy 
department is an enthusiastic indorser of the 
movement, and surely none can say that there 
isa cordial understanding between Secretary 
Whitney and President Cleveland on all mat- 
ters political. The argument relied upon to 
persuade Judge Thurman to withdraw his an- 
nouncement of retirement from politics, and

WASHINGTON, May 28.—In the senate. Mr.

terian general assembly was called to order by 
the moderator at 9:70 o’clock. The chair an-

The 
auditing committee reported that an examina- 
tion of reports of the executive committee on 
foreign and home missicns, and ofcommittees 
on publications, educational institute for the, 
training of colored ministers and trustees of 
the general assembly, had found them correct..

ferred to a special committee for disposal tof 
the interest of the general assembly. f 

Dr. Moot, of the committee on the. vote in 
the complaint of Dr. Woodrow against the 
syned of Georgia, reported that th® sense of 
the general assembly is that God made the’ 
body out of the dust of the earth, and that it: 
was hot evolved from a lower animal. 

A substitute for the report was preseyted de- 
cYating that the a’ ign of the syned of Gcor_is 
did mot annul tie action of the presbyrery of 
Aygusta or affect the ecclesiastical standing of, 
Dr. Woodrow, and further that the views held 
by Dr. Woodrow were not contrary to the 
standards ef the church. ' 

The substitute was rejected and the report 

of the committee adopted.

THE SYNOD OF GRORGIA SUSTAINED. 

Following is text ofthe report which was 
adopted concerning Dr. Woodrow : 

Whereas, The pre-bytery of Augusta did find Rev. 
Dr. James Woodrow, D. D., not guilty of the charge 
preierred sgainst him by Rev. W. Adams, D. I. 
wherein he was Charged with teaching and formu- 
lating opinions and doctrinesin contiict with the 
saczed scri:tures as enteredin our stan add, 6Oe- 
fesRbn of faith, longer and shorter catechism Of 
We-tmuinster Sassembly. That he did, on divert: oce- 
casions, mentioned in said charge, teach and pro- 
muigate that the Lody of Adam was probably the 
procuct of evolution from the y of some lower 
animal; and whereas, the synod of Georgia did- 
upon compi!aint of Rev. Wilfflam Adams, D.D., an- 
nul such action of the Sp resbytery « f Augusta wi ich 
judgment of the synod of G 
reneral assembly by 
Woodrow, D. D. 

Now, therefore. it isthe judgment of the general 
assembly that Adam's ywas dtreetly fashioned 
by Almighty God out of the dastof the ground with- 
out any natural animal parentage of any kind. The 
wisdom of God prompted Him to reveal the fact, 
while the inserutable mode of his action herein 
was not revealed. While, therefore,the church 
does not propose to touch, handle or conclude any 
question of sciznee which belongs to God's kingdom 
of nature, she must, by her divine constitution, see 
that these qnestions are not thrust upon her to break 
the silence of scripture and supplement by any sci- 
entific hypotiesis concerning the mode of Gol's be- 
ing or the actsin creation which are inscrutable 


to us, 

It is, therefore, ordered that the complaint in 
this case be not sustained, and the judgment of the 
synod of (;corgia be, and tie same is hereby, in 
ail things, afiirmed. 

Following is Elder Hammond's substitute: 

Inasmgch as the synod’saction could not and 
was Doi intended to annul the verdict of the pres 
bytery of Augusta, by which Dr. Woodrow was ac- 
quitted of heresy. the decision of this assembly does 
not afiect the ministeriai character of or ecciesias- 
tical standing of the complainant. This ussembly 
being forbidaen by the constituiion of the church 
to handle or conc-ude anything but that which is 
ecclesiasticai does not pronounce on the scientific 
hypothesis which Dr. Woodrow holds as probably 
true, bu! solemnly judges that the interpretation of 
Seripiure account of tae creation of man's body in 
accordance with such hypothesis is comirary to the 
standarés of tie chureh, — 

The substitute was rejected. 

The protest of Dr. Whaiing was signed by 
himself, E. W. Heiskel, J. O. Lindsay and 15 
otkers. The protest is as follows: 

We desire to enter our solemn protest against the 
decision of this general assembly, refusing to su 
tain the complaint of kev. James Woodrow, D. D., 
against the synod of Georgia for the following rea 
s0n8: " . 

1. The second specification in the indictment is 
expressly: excluded by the constitution of the 
church, inasmnch as +‘uothing owght to be consid- 
erei by any courtesan offence, or admitted as a 
matter of accusation, which cannot be proved to be 
such from the Scripture, as imterpreted in the 
standard.” 

2. In view of the fact that your protestant’s Holy 
Bible does not reveai the form ot matter out of 
whieh. andthetime in which, God created the 
body of Adam, and therefore the bypothesis of evo- 
lution, as believed by Rev. James Woodrow, D. D., 
cannot be regarded asin conflict with the teach- 
ings of the sacred Seriptures. 

3. The Westminster staudard simply reproduce 
witbout interpetation, the statements of scriptures 
in reference to the creation of Adam's body and as 
views of the complainant are not in conflict with 
the statements of Seriptures 30 neither can they be 
with the teaching of the standards, : 

4, The action of the assembly in refusing to sus- 
tain this complaint is eqiivalent to pronouncing 
certainly false the theory of evolution as applied by 
Dr. Woodrow to Adam’s body, which is purely a 
scientiie question entirely foreign to the legitimate 
sphere of ecclesiastical action. 

Your protes @ ts, therefore, are unwilling that 
this general assembly should express any opinion, 
whatever, respecting the hypothesis of evolution or 
any other sc entific question. : 

In consideration of the report of committee

The Penitentiary Refuses Him.

this city. He. was convicted of manslaughter in 
having killed onc, Hughes, aad was sertenced to 
five years in the state penitentiary. He appealed to 
the supreme conrt, but lost there. Then he asked 
the governor fora stay of sentence thathe might 
‘move before the lower court fora new trial, on the 
ground of newly discovcred evidence. This was re- 
fused.

SOMEWHAT BETTER 


Is the Report From General Sheridan's Bed- 
side this Morning. 


Wasuinaton, May 28.—There was a general 
feeling of relief in General Sheridan’s house- 
hold this morning when the physicians issued 
their bulletin that there nad been “a slight 
bat @'stinct improvement in all hissymptoms.”’ | 
The night was an ominous one. The dis- 
tinguished patient seemed to grow weaker and 
weaker and the chances of his recovery less as’ 
the hours dragged slowly slong. Indeed, he 
was so low in the early hours of the morning 
that his faithful attendants well nigh 
abandoned hope. Even members of his staff, 
’ attendance 
since his first attack last Monday, and 
who have all aiong contended that the general 
would pull through seemed despendent and 
discouraged, and answered inquiries as to the 
Poway chances with a dubious shake of the 

read. 

The history of the case shows that the most 
dangerous time for the general is between the 
honrs of two and six in the morning, and this 
imorbing was no exception to the rule. All 
the physicians and a nurse were with him dur- 
ing that period,and the discouraging news that 
caine from the bedside from time to time filled 
ve fear. 

Mrs. Sheridan bore u ravely under the 
trying ordeal, and though unable to obey the 
doctor’s advice to take some sleep, showed 
rare confidence and composire. 

The children did not realize the gravi‘y ci 
the situation, and they slept calmly throngh 
the hours which some feared might be their 
father’s last. They kuew that there was some- 
thing|wrong in the house, but, so far, have been 
kept in ignorance of the true state of the case. 
They wander about the house at will, but are 
not allowed toenter the sick chamber. They 
appear to be interested in the constant stream 
of carriages which roll-upto the deor and 
wateh the occupants as they alight and re- 
enter the carriages. They are sometimes seen 
pushing aside the curtains in the parler win- 
dows; but their favorite points of observation 
are the windows ina room on the third tloor.di- 
rectly over the oue in which their afticted fa- 
ther is lving.

Colonel Bl said to an associated press re- 
porter this 1 ing that Mrs. Sheridan bad 
expressed herself as deeply grateful for the 
sympathy and kindness that had been extend- 
ed, and for the many messages received from 
the general’s friends.

Strewn With Debris of Demol- 
ished Buildings. 


WASHOUT BY A BIG WATERSPOUT. 


Nebraska Railroads Lose Their Bridge by 


the Swollen Streams—Heavy Rain and 
‘ Mali Storm. 


Crpro#, Neb., May 28.—The waterspout 
which broke in the northwestern part of Dawes 
county on Saturday nicht, submerged five 
miles of track on the Fremont, Elkhorn and 
Missouri Valley railroad and washed away 
numerous bridges. It has rained hard since 
four o’clock Saturday afternoon without stop- 
ping, and the country is flooded. Farmers ail 
along White and Lone Tree rivers have had to 
abandon their-houses, a number of which have 
been washed away. 

White river has risen sixteen feet in forty 
minutes. The water came down almost in a 
soid wall. It is impessible to cross White 
river, as all highway bridges ave washed out, 
and itis feared that great damage has been 
done further northwest, as the waterspout came 
frem that direction. 

Captain J. A. Sweet, a farmar, lost sixteen 
head of cattle and five head of herses, the 
water coming in such.a wall that it carried 
live stock along with it. Mr. Sweet came 
across the riverin a boat, and reports that 
terrible damage has been done to other farmers, 
both in the loss of live steck and ‘crops. The 
rivers are still rising, and itis raining bard. No 
less of life is yet reported, but it is feared that 
after a fall report can be obtained there will be 
fatalities to record. The cloud was plainly 
visible from here, and it had the appearance 
of a rolling mass of black clouds, revolving 
like a cart wheel or log,-entirely different from 
a cyclone. 

A man of the name of Anderson was in the 
extreme sowthern limit of the spout, and he 
reports water coming in a solid wall ten feet 
deep ond carrying everything possible before 
it. Mr. Anderson barely esceped with his 
life. This section is noted for water spouts. 
The last one occurred three years ago, and car- 
ried away an entire railroad camp, which was 
then building the Fremont. Elk Horn and 
Missouri Valley road, 

WHEELING, W. Va., May 28.—A terrific 
thunder storm, with a a gaic of wind, hail and 
almost unprecedented rainfall, prevailed here 
and for 150 miles down the river this after- 
noon. At Bridgepert over the river, a six- 
year-old son of Joseph Taylor, was caught by 
the swelling stream and drowned. The tent 
of Clements & Russel’s circus on Wheeling 
Island was almost demolished, and no show 
was given. 

At Ravenswood, Jackson county, hailstones 
weighing four ounces fell. Many windows 
were broken, and fiuit trees were badly dam- 
aged; and near Charleston, Robert Shannon 
was struck by a tree which was blown down 
and his neck broken. At Stevensville, oppo- 
site Ravenswood, Mrs. Win. Powell was killed 
by a stroke of lighining while sitting in her 
house.

Pirrssure, Pa., May 27.—A terrific thun- 
derstorm, accompanied by high winds and 
hail, passed over Western Pennsylvania this 
evening doing great damage. Churches, pub- 
lic buildings and dwellings were unroofed, 
trees uprooted and fences and. barns blown 
down. Numbers of persons were injured, but 
so far as could be learned there were no 
fivtalities. | =:

There is no more earnest faithful verse in this 
book than the apostle Paul uses here in the 
form of a prayer: ‘‘And I pray God that 
your whole spirit, souland body may be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of our word 
Jesus Christ.” 

There is room, brethren, for large improve- 
ment on the part of a ‘great 
many tn the church. None of us 
have got to that point where we may not be 
better.

Christ said, “Yet one thing 
thou lackest,’’ andthe young man turned and 
walked away sorrowful. ‘Then take the case 
of the thief on the cross who said, ‘‘Lord re- 
member me when Thou comest into Thy 
kingdom.”’ Christ said, ‘‘Th's day shalt thou 
be with Me in paradise.’ 

The reasonjof ihis difference was that the 
young man that came to Christ was a full 
grown pup, and that thief was a character of 
infinite possibilities. ‘his text is the girdle 
and it is the privilege of every Christian 
man to grow out to this __ girdle.

Jackson and Hall) bave died sinee the opinions. con- 
tained inthe volame were rendered. If the one 
thus eXamining should know the history of the 
court from its organization in January, 1816, to the 
present, he will at once realize thai of the 24 judges 
who have presided but eight. survive, incinding the 
present tench. This astonishing fact . >t only

of life, but of the large yer cont’ of mortality arhohg 


our supreme court judges. 

When we look pack along the line to the first 
bench of judges, composed of Joseph Henry Lump- 
kin Hiram Warner aud Eugenius A. Nisbit. we find 
among them the abiest of jurists aid the purest of 
men, and save the cight, all are iu “the spirit land.’’ 
Before there was time to recover from the shock of 
Chief Justice Jackson's death, we had to mourn the 
deatii of Associate Justice Halli. The death of either 
Was a greats reow, but the death of both in such 
elose proximity was a public ealainity;. They were 
true and typ'cal Georgians, of nearly the same age, 
contemporancons as lawyers, and nearly so as grad- 
uates of their Georgia Alma Mater, 

While lawyers and judges, cld and young, must 
appreciate the worth and lameat thetleath of tiie 
judges of this court, yet it touches keenly the sur- 
Vivors of this berag and all who traveled any dis- 
tunce with them thé lawyer's journey of life. 

Ali these ean truly say: 

They were the loveliest of their race, 
Whose grassy tomvs our sorrows steep, 
Whose worth our sonls delight to trace, 
_ Whose very los. ’tis sweet to weep. 

Front the contemplation of those already wept and 
honored, we must arouse ourselves to pertorm our 
duty as choniclers of Judge Hall, and pay our trib- 
ute, small though it is, to his virtues as a lawyer, 
jud ze and gentleman. 

His place-of birth was Chester district, South 
Carolina, and the date October 20, 18.0. His father 


| Was Ezekiel Hall, an eminent physician, and his 


| 
| 
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mother Julia Hill. Althongh a native of South 
Carolina, his ancestry were identified with Virginia 
afd North Carolina. His father was descended 
from the emigrants of the Bermuda Islands to Vir- 
ginia, who located at a place they named Bermuda 
Hiudreds. His mother was descended from the 
Ashes and the Hills of North Carolina, fames 
ancient, honorable and historic. A maternal 
grandfather (William Hill) was in the early days of 
the re; ubiic’’ a member of the United States con- 
gress froin North Car:olina and afterwards a federal! 
judge. A maternal great grandfather (John Ashe) 
was a gencralin the revolutionary war. The de- 
eceidants of these ancestors are numerous, and per- 
meate eyery section of North Carolina, and extend 
into other states. Judge Hall’s kindred may. be 
found from the Atlantic to the Pac.fic, and from 
Cunada to the guif, aud wherever found yet pre- 
serve in a greater or less degree the old family char- 
acteristics of intellect and integrity, He was 
prepared for college at Hilisboro, North Carolina, 
by his teacher, Mr. Bingham. He entered the 
university of North Carolinain 1837, but his father 
moving to@eorgia, changed to Franklin college at 
Athens, afterweris the university of Georgia, and 
there was graduated in the vear 1841. Among his 
classmates were Luther J. Glenn, a distinguished 
but deceased member of the bar of this court: Gideon 
A. Mallette, a planter and preacher. of Camden 
county, Ga., yet surviving: Charles Berrien Jones, 
of Liberty county, deceased, who was a prominent 
lawyer ot the Eastern circuit and, in 1833, a senator 
from his district; Thomas R. R. Cobb, whom 
to name is to know for his emine ce 
in church and stafe, and Joseph LeConte, now 
the professor of chemistry aud geology in the 
university of California, and who is known for bis 
learning and his virtues throuzhout the United 
Siates. Though not in his class, but in college, dur 
ing some time of his term were Judees Robert P. 
Trippe and Alex. M. Speerand Linton Stephens, Dr. 
John Leconte, the Rey. Dr. Benjamin Palmer and 
the Rey.:Dr. Jabez Curry. The three latter named 
bave fied the worl of science and relizion with 
their fame. We may be excused for proclaiming 
that those named are Georzians, or identified with 
the state, of whom we are proud, for the grand dis- 
tinction they have given Georgia and Georgians. 
We can better unlerstand and appreciate Sofie 
liall when we consider him in the relation he bore 
to these eminent men, justag we can better judge 
of the recent when we know the past. 

After bis college career Jndge Hall went to his 
father’s home at Kn@xville, Crawford county, and 
was admitted to plead and practice law in the supe- 
rior court of that county in the month of March of 
the year 1842. Just one year afterward he was mar- 
ried at Wilmington, North Carolina, to Miss Sarah 
Grove Ashe. Of this matfiage there are five sous 
and two daughters, all liv-nz and grown. The 
moiher vet survives, and ¢an look back with pride 
upon the blessings her efforts have received 
in the rearing of her ehildren, and the 
help in truth she owas to her husband 
tir oughout all the vicissitudes of his life. Judge 
Hall held but few ottices, and these were mostly in 
the line of h’s profession. This was owing to his 
distaste to polities—indeed, his want of adaptation 
to it from his studious habit, and his love of the 
law and its practice. Before bis election to the 
supreme court judgeship he had been solicitor gen- 
eral of the Flint circuit, and was a democrutic 
pres. dential elector in the year 1856. Nevertheless, 
trom his reputation as a lawyer, he was as well 
known throughout Georgia as politicians of his 
age. He practic:d with and under those o'd lawyers, 
who had won renown before the organization of the 
stipreme <Ourt, who had to go to the original sources 
like Coke upon Littleton, Bacon's abridgment, 
Hale and Mawkin’s pleas of the crown, the old com- 
mou law reports, like Dyer, Plowden and Coke, and 
there dig aud delve for the law of the case which 
perhaps was contained in asentence of law Latin, 
or No man French. The young lawyers of today 
with their annotated code of 1882, the 76th volume 
of state reports, the digests to them, and the Amer- 
ican reports, know nothing of the labors of the Geor- 
gia lawyers of forty and more years back. The first 
judzes of the supreme court learned theirlaw from 
these sources, Judge Hall was thrown in contact with 
the most eminent lawyers and judges of that time’ 
Among them were Judges Stroug, McDonald and 
Traey of the Flint circuit, Judges Iverson, Well- 
born and Sturges of the Chattahoochee, Warren of 
the Southwestern, Cone cf the Ocmulgee, and Law 
and Nichols of the Eastern. John MePherson Ber- 
rien, Seaborn Jones, Walter T. Colquitt, and William 
Dougherty were among the specimen practitioners 
of the lawyers.of middle and southern Georgia who 
ante Jated our supreme court.. From such intellects 
Judge Hall learned his law—his method of prepara- 
tion and presentation of a Case, and the course of 
reasoning by which conclusions were reached, 
Thus were the foundations of his knowledge deep 
and well laid, without which there can be no sub- 
stantial and permanent superstructure, 

Judge Hull resided where he was admitted to the 
Lar until 1848, when he removed tothe city of Ma- 
cou, where he practiced in partnership with a 
younger brother Robert P.. bué commonly called 
Bolivar Hall, His brother had intellect of the high- 
est order, emi was ranked withthe ablest youn 
men ofthe profession, In the earlier volumes o 
ihe supreme coutt, will be found several important 
and difficult cases he successtully argued; and in 
ohe or more opinions the judges gave special testi- 
mony of his superior ability. He wasd lover of 
reyieral literature and was a poct as well as lawyer.

While polities were » # tasteful= <5 Judge Mall, 
the stu y and practice of law were so in an 
exalted degree, Law suited the natural turn of 
hismind. He was gifted witha nice sense of right 
and wrong, and loved the # tainments ct justice 
through the forms of law. He was fond of research, 
and the older the book and the more difficu't it was 
to master its learning, the better he liked it. Ac- 
companying this love of research was the quality of 
patience. Back of all this was a memory alniost 
phenowenal, and a power ef concentration that 
coukl wholly absorb his mind. With the aid of 
these he was able to utilize all he had read when- 
ever occasion offered, if it was years after. A mind 
thus formed and cultured would ener ay upon 
the arising of any question fortify itself with 
authority. Thus, when he made an argument upon 
any quest’on of importance, his areumertts were 
always exbaustive of the sabject, and whether he 
prevailed or not, he always threw upon it the lignt 
of all the legal lore to be found in the boeks, 
old or new. Chief Justice Lumpkin in the carly 
years of the court—in a lecture he gave the young 
members of the bar—headvised them to rely upon 
authority more than ar.um<¢nt, for said he, “a child 
before us with a book in his hand will have more 
weight thian if Cicero h'mself were here, in all the 
— and prime of his unsurpassed oratory.’’ 

am Hall did not need that lecture, 
as most did—he had already and naturally taken it 
at the beginning. So uniform was this habit and 60 
accurate andretentive was his memory, he was re- 
garded a walking cyclopedia of cases. He not only 
remembered the cases and the volume where the 
principle was pronounced, but often remembered 
the names of the parties and the number of the page. 
His elocution suited the display of this learning. 
spoke in a distinct, clear tote, and with delibera- 
tion, He seldom was affected by the fervor or ex- 
citement of debate, but occasionally was; 
and when he was he would arise to the hights of 
eloquence. Judge Powers, ef the Macon circuit, be- 
fore whom he practiced regularly foreight years 
said, that noJawyerof. his court was the equal of 
Sam Hal when he got where. he could be unin- 
cumbeéred by the books. It might be expected that 
such a lawyer would be a devotee to principie. The 
fee with him was asecondary consideration—in 
fact only anincident. If he gained the case and on 
the right prineiple, the fee could take care of itself. 
If he gained itand on ihe wrong principle, the fee 
was no compensation, If he lost the case, rightly, 
fee or no fee he was content. A virtuous spirit like 
this standing out amidst the weakness and wicked- 
ness of human natrre “‘lifis mortals up,”’ or as glo- 
rious Goldsmith expresses it, His heaven began e’er 
the world depart. ‘Thus.equipped and thus recorded 
he was elected an associate justice of the court; and 
what was refreshing in these times of combination 
and selfishscheming, upon hisown merit. It was 
an honor to the legislature that elected him as well 
as to him, His qualifications were eminent in atleast 
three respects. lie had long experience and wasin 
the fudl maturity of his extracrdindary mental qual- 
ities, He remembered better, perhaps,the old estab- 
lished: principles of the common lawjthan any living 
Georgia lawyer, and what had been decided by our 
supreme court irom the first volume to the last. As 
he had argued no case without thourough prepara- 
tion, he would decide no case without it. An ex- 
amination of his written opinions will manifest the 
presence of the qualities named, They are models 
of research and thoroughness, When yet wearied 
by the labors of courtin term, and in the hottest 
days of a Lot summer, with that same spirit and 
habit, he was completing his opinions in several 
long and important cases he was sudlenly stricken 
fordeathand died at his post a martyr to duty. 

sosides his thoroughness of investigation, he war 

thoroughly conscientious, He had a heart as well 
as head, and those acted in the harmony designed 
by the God of nature. There can be no perfection of 
emotion thatis not subordinate to the intellect. 
There is no perfection of thought that does not de- 
r:ve aid from the heart. The one acts as a stimulant 
or brake upon the other, sothat when the conclu- 
sion is reache.l it is the right one, whether consider- 
ed from the standpoint ot the head or heart.. The 
head, however intellectual, needs more or less of the 
sunshine ofthe heart. This may be illustrated by 
the intellectual and moral qualities of the human 
acting in concert and not in antagonism. There is 
no virtue so requiring the presence of both these 
qualities as justice, and justice is what the judgment 
ought to render, It is true there is a distinction be- 
tween a moral and a legal right, but this distinction 
is only toa timited extent. It does not go so far as 
that there may be a legal —_ unsustained by a 
sound moral. If so, then good men and women will 
be amazed at the discovery that bad morals can be 
good law. And in law what is the foundation 
moral? 

Common honesty between man and man, and a 
yet better quality of honesty between man and 
woman, Tne science of jurisprudence—if that can 
be called a science—whteh must be flexible enough 
to adjust the infinite varicty of hnman affairs, is like 
all others—progressive. As the world makes histo- 
ry, men and communities grow out of certain con- 
ditions and into other conditions, There is, with- 
out doubt. a legal, political and social evolution. 
Lord Coke, the great light of law tliree ceuturies 
ago, would now rank asa learnel and ingenious 
quibbler, and, if Mavaulay is authority, in addition 
as a ‘‘bad-hearted pedant.”’ 

At that early day Lord Bacon sawthe wrongs 
that followed from an adherence to “barren 
precedent unsupported by principle, or conflicting 
with it, and proposed to amend the laws of Eng- 
land and prescribe a plan for expounding them, but 
neither. proposal was aceepted.’’ The reform he 
foresaw the need of, however, came gradually by 
o¢casional legislation, and through the latitude 
taken by the judges for expounding them in the in- 
terest of justice, until the bar and the people {had 
become cdueated to a point where Lord Mans- 
field tas able and potential enough to brush away 
the superanuated cobwebs that festooned 
the temples of justice. Followin close 
after him, this counswy was Dilesse with 
the administrations of Marshall, Story 
and Paney in the United States supreme court, and 
of other judicial lanpinaries of the state courts, Iin- 
cluding {bose of ofr own. Judge Hall had other 
qualifications Somes? f to a judge ofa re og» tri- 
baal. He uncerst the principles which lay at 
the foundation of our national.and state govern- 
ments, Lie not only understood them, but was im- 
bued withthem, and wasin #.H harmony with the 
moral and reli¢ious, as well as the legal features, of 
our social system. He entered on his duties with uo 
prejudieds or biases, orother infirmities toovercome. 
Could he have been cast into a staute it would have 
represen @! lovalty to truth, to justice and to every 
virtae as well as to lawin his character as julge, 
which was his highest Obligation. 

We turn from Judge Hall’s public to his private 
character. 

The two were in harmony which sometimes un- 
fortunately is nov the case. He did not haye one 
face for the public and another for his family and 
friends, but was the same gentle, genial, confiding 
and affectionate mau with all, as was consistent 
with a eense of prosperity. Abroad he impressed all 
the impressible with the sincerity aud kindness of 
his nature, and at home he lived in sweet com- 
panionship with bis wife and children. His most

Mayor Cooper Talks About the 
Work Now in Hand. 
The City Tax Assessors Busy Closing Their 
Books~—The Work on the L. FP, 
Grant Park Annex. 


Recl'ning gracefully ina large, easy chair, 
with his feet resting upon his desk, Mayor 
Cooper opened his mail yesterday. One letter, 
highly perfumed, was taken from a square 
envelope, and as the mayor read it he smiled 
and sniiled again. | 

The letter was from a lady. 

“That letter,” remarked Mayor Cooper, as 
he finished it, “is one of the most pathetic ap- 
peais I have ever read. Itis an appeal for the 
Salvation Army. The writer, a lady well 
known in Atlanta, asserts that the army is 
being shamefully treated, and begs me to sec 
that the police department 1s used to protect 
them in the enjoyment of their rights.” 

“‘And will you do it?” 

“Will I do what? See that the entire police 
force is ordered out to protect them? Of course 
not; but they shall have all the protection to 
which they are entitled. We are all busy here 
just now.’’ 

‘*What’s doing?” 

‘‘Well, the tax collectors and assessors are 
working day and night to close up the tax di- 
gest by the last of the month. On the first the 
collection of taxes begins, and the books must 
be ready then. So far, the outlook is fine for 
ai increase over last year.” 

“How much ?” 

“Oh, a million anda half ora little more, I 
guess, will be the increase. The taxable prop- 
erty last year was nearly $24,532,777 and: per- 
sonal $7,304,703, making a total of $31,837,480. 
This year the total will Le close to $33,000,000. 
Then the street tax this year and the sanitary 
tax will be as large, probably larger, than last 
year. Bythe way, have you seen Major Sid- 
ge ny of the park commission ?”’ 

“No.” 

“Well, he is now working on the forty-four 
acre annex to the Grant park. That pur- 
chase was a wise thing, I believe. Major 

toot is extending the drives through 
the annex and that will bring the park within 
three blocks of Fair street. He will make an 
entrance to the park through Lambert’s nur- 
sery, near Oakland cemetery, and another 
from the Boulevard on the north. The addition 
will greatly enhance the appearance of the 
park. Then when Georgia avenue is com- 
aleted west the park will be as accessible to 
Vest End people as it is to Atlanta,’”’ 

‘When will the avenue be finished ?”’ 

“That is hard to say. The assessors for 
the city, Messrs. John W. Alexander and 
H. C.. Sawtell, will meet the assessors 
for the property owners next Tuesday. There 
are two routes being considered and the route 
will then be chosen. One is from Windsor 
street, almost due west to West End, and the 
other is along Ge nu, a block ner:h. This work 
with the park annex and the sewerand pav- 
ing work now on hand will keep the city moy- 
ing for some time.’’

He was always kind to myself and to other younger 
members of the profession; always ready to give 
instruction, particularly upon the subject. of prac- 
tice, for he was a thorough practitioner.glie unde;- 
stood ata yery early period of his practice the 
whole machinery of the law; it wes at his fingers 
ends, And his wonderful memory eas the cases and 

he principles upon which eases were decided, was 
not only instructive to myself and others, but of 
vast benefitto himin the practice of the law. I 
have been associate | with him in cases often—some- 
times on the same side, sometimes against him. 
lie was a foeman worthy of any man’s steel. There 
was no aftifice, no trick or device about him. He 
was free from guile—as guiless as an infant. astrne 
as steel; he was truth it-elf. I never knew him to
